JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

Our advices by this opportunity extend to the 23rd Sept. The 
P. and O. mail of 28th July arrived out on the 14th; and the 
French mail of the 4th Aug. on the 20th Sept. The following 
items are from the Japan Mail :— 

The excitement caused by the refusal of the ‘Custom-house to 
accept duties in the usual form and scale still continues, The 
Government was unquestionably justified in its demands, but not 
in its mode of making it. It was also wrong in its method of 
procedure as regards the assessment of the difference between 
the duties hitherto paid and the amount now exacted in accord- © 
ance with the treaties. Instead of taking the sats (paper money) 
at its market value, say 383 per 311 silver boos, it placed an ar- 
bitrary and depreciated value on this paper, and required 400 sats 
boos for 311 silver boos. This was ill-advised. But the arrange- 
ment now made is liberal, and leaves three full months for the 
old system to run. 


H. B. M.’s Charge d’Affaires publishes for the information o 
British subjects the following agreement made at Yedo on the 
14th Sept., between the Japanese Government and the Foreign 
representatives :—Up to the 31st Dec. inclusive, nibookin, and 
the Shosha paper money representing nibookin, will continue to 
be received in payment of import and export duties and other 
taxes as heretofore, at the rate of one nibookin for two silver ichi- 
boos. From and after Jan. 1, 1872, the said paper money will not 
be received at all, and the nibookin will be received at the rate of 
202 for 311 silver ichiboos.

every one present. The Governor of Nagasaki on horseback, 
accompanied by about two hundred men armed with rifles, ar- 
rived at the fire, together with the native officials belonging to 
every department of the service, who came, amid much noise 
and tomfoolery, dressed in their picturesque but useless fire 
dresses. These nonentities did little more than become admir- 
ing spectators of the operations carried on by the men from the 
Ocean, and it is to be hoped that, after the lesson taught them, 
they will be at least able to produce a better impression upon 
their own people when the next fire breaks out. ‘The destructive 
nature of a Japanese fire is owing to the native houses being 
constructed chiefly of wood, and from their being built in rows, 
which leaves but little chance of saving the entire block when a 
fire commences ; so that on these occasions the inhabitants get 
completely panic-struck, und it is a very common occurrence to 
see people whose dwellings are at least a quarter of a mile dis- 
tant from a conflagration making preparations for carrying off their 
household goods—a precaution not entirely unnecessary at times. 
I believe that the Governor has thanked the captain and officers 
of the Ocean for the services rendered. Presents of pumpkins 
and seaweed have been made to the men, and although these are 
not costly the fact of theirbeing sent is sufficient to show that a 
good feeling towards them exists. 

I learn from the Nagasaki Ecpress that a murrain has broken 
out amongst the cattle in the neighbouring district, which has 
destroyed over 150 head very recently. number of foreign 
pigs which were recently purchased and taken to Simabara have 
all died from the same complaint. In the Tomatz valley, where 
four oxen have been lost daily, disease has also broken out 
amongst the poultry, and has carried off a great number of fowls, 
geese, and ducks. sary 

The past week, so far as it has gone, has not been wanting in 
amusements. On Tuesday a picnic on Pappenburg was given, to 
which a large number of invitations were issued. On Wednesday 
evening theatricals on board the Ocean entertained numbers of 
the community ; while the Chinese festival, which takes place at 
this time of the year, has afforded a certain amount of satisfac- 
tion to new arrivals and those persons who desire to make them- 
selves acquainted with Chinese customs.

HI0GO. 

Dates from this port are to the 19th Sept.; the Pacific mail 
steamer, with advices from New York to the 24th July, arrived 
out on the 28th Aug., and the P. and O. mail, with London dates 
15th July, on the 7th Sept.; telegrams from London had been 
received to the 1st Sept. The following items of intelligence are 
from the Hiogo News :— 

Messrs. E. C. Kirby and Co. have imported a fresh boat from 
Yokohama, which is intended to run between here and Osaka. 
She is called the Kiushiumaru, and only draws two feet of water. 
She has accommodation for about 300 passengers, and, now that 
the Budjimaru is soon to pass into Japanese hands, she will, we 
are sure, prove a favourite with those whom business or pleasure 
call to travel between these ports. 

The Chamber of Commerce, having under consideration the 
subject of the revision of the treaties, regulations of trade, &c., 
invite communications, in writing, before the 15th Oct., from 
those who are not members of the Chamber, with regard to any 
changes which they think are required. We need hardly point 
out the importance of fortifying the position of the Chamber. 

By advices received from Tosa we jean that the first crop of 
rice was gathered nearly three weeks ago. Here it is only just 
come into flower, and two crops of rice is a thing unheard of. We 
are sorry to hear that a considerable amount of distress prevails 
amongst the people of Tosa, but cannot wonder thereat when we 
hear that the unfortunate inhabitants of that country are bur- 
dened with a paper currency so fearfully depreciated that it re- 
quires about 409 rios’ worth to purchase 100 rios’ worth of the 
kinsatz of the Imperial Government. 

Amongst other ceremonies observed during the festival of Bon, 
which is now being celebrated, not the least curious is the fact 
that on the second day all prisoners in Osaka are released from 
close confinement, and are allowed to wander about and amuse 
themselves in the grounds of the Yashiki in which their prison is 
situated. The Government finds them better food than their 
usual fare, and they are allowed to smoke—the use of the weed 
being strictly forbidden while in prison. 

At a meeting of the board of trustees of the International 
Hospital of Hiogo, held at the hospital, Sept. 4th, a letter from 
the hon secretary, on behalf of trustees, in reply to the com- 
munication of the Governor regarding the site for a new small-pox 
hospital, was read ; and, as nothing further had been heard from 
Mr. Nakayama on this subject, it was decided to address him 
again, urging the necessity of prompt action in the matter. 

Two hundred and fifty-three Mexican dollars being the sum 
contributed by the cabin passengers of the steamer China for the 
families of the crew of the Japanese junk met at sea, disabled, in 
June last, have been received hon San Francisco. The crew ori- 
ginally numbered sixteen, of whom five only remain alive, and 
return by the China. But it was the desire of the contributors thaé 
the families of all should participate proportionally in the amount 
subscribed. The junk belonged to Kobe, and the five survivors will 
probably be sent there—through them you will be able to ascer- 
tain the names and residences of those lost. 

Ata general mecting of the Chamber of Commerce attention 
was drawn to the growing native settlement on the Ikuta road, 
and also to the obstructed state of the Eastern Camber. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAI, 

Our advices from this port extend to the 22nd Sept.; the 
French mail, with London dates to the 4th August, arrived out 
on the 17th Sept. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 

The weather has been intensely hot during the fortnight, the 
thermometer ranging nearly to 80 deg. by night and over 90 deg. 
by day—still 10 deg. over last year. The only consolation is that 
it cannot last much longer; indeed a heavy rainstorm on the 
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gist Sept. has already cooled the atmosphere somewhat, and the 
activity in preparations for autumn sport has not been relaxed. 

Mr. R. A. Mowat has returned from leave and taken up his 

appointment as law’secretary ; and Mr. G. Jamieson, who has 
been acting for the past two years in that capacity, has taken his 
turn for furlough. Mr. Solbe, of Chefoo, has been ordered to 
Ningpo, and Mr. C, W. Everard, now stationed at that port, is to 
replace Mr.:Solbe. We hear that Mr. A. 8. Harvey, who has 
been attached to the Shanghai Consulate for the last four years, 
is under orders for Newchwang; he will be replaced by Mr. Mar- 
gary. Mr. Ford, who has now for twelve months been acting as 
shipping clerk, leaves at once for Canton. We cannot allow 
Mr. Ford to leave Shanghai without expressing our high opinion 
of the manner in which he has discharged the duties of what is 
no doubt a difficult post. 

The Peking Gazette of August 30th mentions the appointment 
of the Shanghai Taoutai to be Judge of Hunan, and the transfer 
to Shanghai, in his stead, of Shen Ping-cheng, late Taoutai of 
Chinkeang. 

The agent of the Messageries Maritimes announces that the 
company has inaugurated regular and direct service between 
Marseilles and London, and vice versa, in connection with the 
Shanghai line. The departure from Marseilles for London will 
take place immediately after the arrival of the China mail; and 
steamers will leave London in due time, to connect with the 
steamer from Marseilles for Shanghai. 

The French mail steamer last week carried away one of our 
oldest residents—Mr. Thomas Hanbury, who, we believe, leaves 
us this time “ for good and aye.” The occasion was taken by the 
Chinese to make a demonstration of respect and esteem which 
must have been very gratifying to its recipient. The Kung- 
pa compound and garden—profusely illuminated —were crowded 

hinese coming to say good-bye, amid constant discharges of 
Chinese fireworks, which culminated in a grand effort at the mo- 
ment of Mr. Hanbury’s departure, when Nanking-road fairly re- 
sounded to the explosion of crackers. Mr. Hanbury has been 
identified in many ways with the career of the settlement, his 
name is associated with many public undertakings, and he leaves 
behind him a record of much good work done. 

It is said a little apprehension is felt in Peking as to the design 
of the Indian Government in trying to establish commercial re- 
lations with the Mahomedans in Yunnan ; it is feared such an al- 
liance would strengthen the latter. If so, the Chinese Govern- 
ment had better take steps to restore order in Yunnan, and open 
commercial relations themselves. One quarter of the large army 
which Li has in Chihli, for no conceivable purpose unless a pos- 
sible foreign war, and one quarter of the funds annually lavished 
on arsenals, would re-conquer Yunnan ina year. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes that more heavy rain has 
fallen from the 11th to the 17th, and the water in the plains 

risen considerably in consequence. The thermometer, too, 
has fallen to 50 deg., and the suffering of the country people who 
have sought refuge in Tientsin, and who are housed simply in 
matsheds, has been thus greatly increased. The price of maize, 
millet and other ordinary food has already risen consider- 
ably, and the villagers are selling their cattle to be slaugh- 
tered, having no means of feeding them; so that another 
element of distress is preparing. By-and-by they will have 
no cattle to use for ploughing. All this prospective dis- 
tress is painful enough in itself, but there is the further 
danger of it causing brigandage. There has been a serious dis- 
turbance at Tientsin between French and German sailors. Some 
of the crew of a German ship got into an altercation in a grog- 
shop with two sailors of the Cowleuvre, and a number of men from 
the latter vessel subsequently got ashore—without, of course, the 
‘ knowledge of their officers ; the fact of vessels lying alongside the 
bund enables such evasion—and attacked several Germans, whom 
they wounded badly. 

We mentioned, a few weeks ago, the arrival of a portion of the 
Cochin Chinese Embassy at Wuchang, and, the deplorable death 
of one of the “ tribute ” elephants. The Viceroy now reports that 
the Ambassador himself has arrived, been entertained according to 
his rank and to ancient custom, and started for Peking, carrying 
with him the bones and skin of the deceased mammoth. 

The case of one Mr. Augustus Broom, who was fined $10, and 
bound over with two sureties to keep the peace, in consequence 
of an assault on an “unfortunate female,” occupies considerably 
more space than we should have expected our contemporary, the 
Herald, to bestow on such a revolting subject. A column of this 
stuff in such a place seems so extraordinary that we can only 
attribute it to inadvertence on the part of the editor. 





HONG KONG. 
* Dates from this port are down to the 28th Bept.; the London 
mail of the 18th August arrived on the 26th Sept., per Message- 
ries steamer Alphee. 

With reference to the movement initiated by the Hon. P. 
Ryrie to amend the. unsatisfactory condition of the. police, a 
meeting on which subject was reported in our issue of the 30th 
ult., another meeting was held on Sept. 25, which was attended 
by more than three hundred persons, being the largest — 
-ever collected to discuss any public question in the chair. The 
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Hon. Mr. Ryrie was enthusiastically voted to the chair, and the 
feeling of the meeting was unanimous throughout. Resolutions 

| condemnatory of the inefficiency and the high cost of the police, 
urging a strict investigation into the facts complained of, and 
expressing indignation at the inertness of the local Executive, 
were then passed ; and a memorial to the Government was agreed 
to, praying for the grantiug of a Royal Commission to inquire into 
the whole facts. A vote of thanks to Mr. Ryrie and his brother 
ee for their prompt action in this matter was enthusiastically 
carried. 

The Baron de Meritens has addressed a letter to the Chairman 
of the Chamber of Commerce respecting the cruising around, or 
blockade of this colony by Chinese vessels. The Baron says :— 
“ All that it is now permitted me to say is, that my common sense 
refused to recognise the stoppage of vessels on the high seas under 
pretext of obliging them to pay a tax for importation, which at 
this moment is assuredly non-leviable. If this were done by a 
private ship, it would be called by its right name—an act of 
piracy. Is it not, nowadays, in fact, admitted on all hands that 
import duties are due only after goods have been imported ? I 
shall pass over export duties in silence, only remarking that Hong 
Kong isa free port, and that in consequence there are no Customs 
duties payable thence. But even admitting this supposition to 
be erroneous, it certainly seems at first sight that any dutics pay- 
able should go to the Colonial Treasury. I do not touch more at 
length in a letter so short upon the grave question of the freedom 
of the port, which in actual fact exists ek peta save in the shape 
of a speculative theory.” 

The last of the Jesuit priests of San José Colleze at Macao, 
the Rev. Thomas Cahill, has left in the Sunshine for Manila, en 
route to Australia. Before leaving Macao the reverend gentle- 
man received a complimentary letter from the Loyal Senate. 

The report cf the Tinion Insurance Company, for which Messrs. 
Dent, Palmer, and Co. are London agents, shows the nett pre- 
mium for the half-year to be $288,302, or an increase of $17,000 
on the previous half-year. Mr. Wm. Lamann and Mr. P. Ryrie 
have been elected directors in room of H. B. Lemann and G. J.

The following is from: the summary of the Straits 7'imes -—~ 

The question of the Government steamers does not appear to bo 
at all palatable to the Legislative Oouncil, since its discussion has 
been further postponed. The difference of opinion existing between 
the committee appointed by the Administrator and Sir Harry 
Ord, regarding nt sort of vessel required, has apparently dis- 
turbed all the plans in train; the greater portion of the 
community, however, think that unless a little economy is 
practised in the use of the Government vessels, constant em- 
ployment would be found here for two, and even for three or four 
steamers, provided the Secretary of State could be induced to 
sanction the expenditure ; and the balance of public opinion is 
strongly against the projected new vessel altogether, fearing that 
she will be kept constantly on the go, as well as the Pluto, which 
is allowed little or no rest. The opposition of Earl Kimberley 
is viewed with general favour by the community, and it is grati- 
fying to observe that he keeps a careful watch over the local ex- 
penditure. 

The Criminal Session of the Supreme Court opened on Oct. 
2nd, before Sir William Hackett, Acting Chief Justice, and closed 
on the 6th. There were no cases of any great importance. 

The Pluto recently made a visit to Salangore, taking down po- 
lice inspector Barnum for the purpose of obtaining evidence 
against the pirates who robbed and killed the crew of the junk 
from Penang, and were the cause of the attack on the J/uéo and 
the Rinaldo’s men ‘at Salangore, which led to the demolition 
of the forts and destruction of the town by the latter ves- 
sel. The pirates, however, did their horrid work so completely, 
having murdered no less than thirty-four men in the junk, that 
difficulty has been found in obtaining sufficient evidence to con- 
vict them. The helmsman, whose life is said to have been spared 
so that he might pilot the vessel té Salangore, is the only surviv- 
ing witnessof the tragedy, and it would have been running a serious 
in to allow a case of such importance to go to a jury depending 
mainly on the testimony of a single Chinese witness. ‘he in- 
spector, we understand, succeeded in obtaining further evidence, 
and the case will probably be tried at the next Penang criminal 
session. 

Six of the shipwrecked company of H.M.S. Megzra have been 
brought to Java by the Dutch ante Jan van Brakel, Capt. de Roe- 
ver, which might have taken off more of them had not bad 
weather prevented. The names of those brought away are— 
Lieutenants Roxby and Haslewood, Assistant Paymaster H. A 
Cumming, Boatswain H. Chambers, and F, Barnes (seaman). 
From Java we learn of a violent volcanic eruption of the Ter- 
nate mountain, on the island of that name, lasting about twelve 
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days, and destroying a great number of houses and plantations. 
The inhabitants fled in terror to the neighbouring islands. 





PENANG. 

Dates are to the 9th Oct.; the P. and O. mail of 8th Sept. 
arrived out on the 7th Oct. The following items are}from the 
Argus :— 

We understand that although the return of Sir Harry Ord ‘has 
for several months past been reported as certain, it is not even 
probable that he will come amony us again, We are informed 
that Sir Harry will spend October, November, and December, on 
the Continent, and that he has no intention of returning to Eng- 
land before January next, when the question of his re assuming 
the reins of this Government will be considered. In the event of 
his returning to these Settlements, he will doubtless require some 
explanation from those who are at the helm of the Administra- 
tion for sundry pitchforking operations of proteges into nice 
square holes, to the detriment of the public service, and no little 
discredit of a Government which, until Sir Harry Ord left the 
colony was acknowledged to be, in spite of errors, shortcomings, 
and offences, the very best Government these Settlements had 
ever seen. 

On dit that his Excellency the Administrator intends paying 
Penang a visit. 

Mr. Knight came up from Singapore by the Arabia, and has 
been engaged since in auditing the Government accounts. Mr. 
Knight has inspected the books of the magistrate’s office at But- 
terworth. 

In consequence of the resignation of Mr. Clark, the appoint- 
ment of head master of the Free School has been given to Mr. 
Griffin, who arrived here in the steamer Japan, via Singapore. 

The appointment of Mr. Paul P. de Oliveiro as deputy in- 
spector of police has, we believe, been made by Captain Speedy.

Hona Kona.—But a trifling business had been transacted during 
the fortnight, at prices showing little variation from those previously 
current.

Neither Souchongs nor Scented Teas showed any change in quo- 
tations. Of Oolongs the settlements of about 28,000 half-chests at ir- 
regular prices was reported, and in some cases a reduction of two taels

French mail of the 16th Sept. took only 355 bales (268 for the Con- 
tinent and 87 for England) and the then tenor of home news led to the 
hope of lower prices being established here; later on, however, public 
telegrams gave London quotations a shade better, and the consequence 
has been renewed activity during the last fow days, resulting in the settle- 
ment of about 1,500 bales at prices showing fully 10 to 15 taels advance 
on those current a fortnight ago.

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MR. ROBERTSON’S REPORT ON JAPAN SILK. 

We have received Mr. Consul Robertson’s report of his journey 
to investigate the causes of the growing deterioration in Japanese 
silk, and the best remediesfor it. Mr. Robertson was accompanied 
by Messrs. Jaquemot, Strachan, and Walter. Mr. Jaquemot has 
been for many years in the silk trade, and was mainly concerned 
in drawing up the report of the committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Mr. Strachan is an extensive shipper of silk; and 
Mr. Walter is the Yokohama silk inspector of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co. 


Mr. Robertson estimates the ground gone over at 222 miles,

It was gratifying everywhere to find the willingness with which 
any remark on their industry was listened to by the natives, and 
the apparent readiness to adopt any plan suggested with a view 
of insuring their own profits ; but this apparent readiness on the 
part of the Japanese is often only on the surface, and although 

ood advice may be willingly if not eagerly listened to, it has 
been pretty well the experience of foreigners all over Japan that 
a good practical lesson in the way of diminished profits is the 
best way of appealing to the native common sense. 

It was satisfactory to learn that the attention of Japanese is 
drawn far more than formerly to care in the cultivation of the 
mulberry, and that instead, as they were wont to do, of exhaust- 
ing the mulberry by using the one tree for thirty, forty, or even 
fifty years, the tree is now discarded after being only twenty 
years in use. 

The majority of the Japanese believe that the “ uji” is beyond 
the skill of human treatment, and that unless the percentage in 
any one year is excessive, its presence in the worm is not of much 
moment. . 

“‘ Given,” said Mr. Robertson’s informant, “70 per cent. as a 
fair average of ‘ uji,’ it was rarely that more than 25 per cent. of 
the worms were set apart for seed, and the freedom of this per- 
centage from ‘uji’ could be counted on. True, in a few in- 
stances the ‘uji’ almost defied detection; but the loss on that 
account did not amount to 2 per cent., while of the 75 per cent. 
set aside for reeling, the ‘uji’ was killed simultaneously with the 
chrysalide in the drying process, and its presence did not de- 
teriorate the quality of the silk.” 

To the native mind the “uji” scarcely comes under the cate- 

ory of diseases. Tho natives persist in attributing its presence 
in the body of the worm to the latter having eaten bad leaves, 
and yet they cannot account for the second crop of bivoltini fed 
on the same leaves being almost invariably free from the parasite. 

For the production of one card of eggs, 80 “me” (Japanese 
weight) of cocoons are required, giving in numbers 260 moths 
male and female. 160 “me” goto the catty, the catty being 
equal to 1} 1]bs. avoirdupois. It would seem that the cultivation 
of the mulberry in Japan has increased 25 per cent. since the 
Treaties of 1859, which is interesting to note as showing how 
foreign intercourse has stimulated the silk trade. 

The market had already opened, prices commencing at 32 “me” 
(Japanese weight). In their transactions amongst themselves 
Japanese make the “rio” their basis, and silk is bought or sold 
at the weight that the “rio”? may command. Thus, a Japanese 
will never speak of silk being at so many dollars or “bus,” but 
will say that silk is 32 “me,” 37 or 40 “ me,” as the case may be. 
Thirty-two “me” would be equal to about $500 a picul, which, 
| with charges, would lay down at Yokohama at about $550. 

Mr. Robertson found the merchants fully alive to the advan- 
tages to be derived from carrying out the suggestions comprised 
in the pamphlet sent out from the Chamber of Commerce, and of 
which several copies had already found their way direct from 
Yokohama through native sources, and 2,000 copies were distri- 
buted by him. 

The advantage of machinery over hand labour for reeling did 
not impress them very strongly. It scems that two hanks—the 
one reeled by hand, the other by machinery—had already been 
tested in Yokohama ; and although that reeled by machinery was 
found to have more nerve, it was, on the whole, inferior to that 
reeled by hand. But this is easily accounted for in that the ma- 
chinery in use at Maebashi is of the crudest kind, while the hank 
reeled off by hand was probably the work of the most skilful 
reelers procurable. 

Mr. Robertson received the greatest courtesy and kindness from 
the Japanese officials, and the result of his inquiries is that the 
gradual deterioration of silk in Japan that has now been going 
on for some time past is mainly attributable to the almost un- 
limited export of annual seed.

MR. LAY, THE EX-INSPECTOR-GENERAL OF 
CUSTOMS, ON OUR PRESENT POSITION. 

Axmonast a great deal that is obscure, and much that is 
not acourate, the letter of Mr. Lay to the Editor of The Times 
igo we published in our last issue) contains many thought- 
ul reflections, and perhaps conveys as truthful a view of the 
situation in China as (bearing in mind the source of its in- 
spiration) could be found anywhere. It is, of course, a 
palpable piece of inconsistency for Mr. Lay to write now in 
Opposition to our support of the Government of China, seeing 
that at the time when he was Inspector-General of Customs 
he, in concert with Captain SHerarD Oszory, organised a 
flotilla for the defence of the Manchu dynasty ; but Mr. 
Lay’s slight obliviousness on this part of his subject 
does not by any means lessen the effect of his testi- 
mony to the fact that “we are on the verge of difficul- 
“ ties with China, and that the cost of our success in 
“ overcoming them must necessarily depend on the course 
“we pursue at the present juncture. It is to be feared 
“that nothing short of a massacre upon a gigantic scale 
“ will open the eyes of those to whom the direction of our 
“ affairs in China is entrusted.” We must confess that we 
share this fear, but only so far as the Government is con- 
cerned. We feel certain that the great body of the English 
public is heart and soul with the missionary movement ; and 
that, if any such terrible event as “a massacre on a gigantic 
scale” were perpetrated among foreigners in China, the crime 
of having caused it would be at once charged, not against 
the bigots of the Far East, but against the ignorant and apa- 
thetic Ministers of the West—the men who are now paltering 
with the great question of the revisal of our treaties, and the 
men who, we fear, are watching with sympathy not unalloyed 
with interest, the tentative articles and letters just begun to 
be published in The Times. 

It is always more painful than difficult to reason with an 
opponent in the press who will admit into his columns only 
one side of an argument. Audi alteram partem is a precept 
which our countrymen are never likely to see violated with- 
out as much suspicion as indignation. It is, therefore, with 
peculiar regret that we feel called upon to allude to the 
significant phrase, ‘ refused admittance into Zhe Times,” 
which we find in the letter of our correspondent “ M. N.” 
(published in our last issue). The truth is, that “ M. N.’s” 
rejected letter completely demolished the sophisms of The 
Times. The influence of The Times may not be what it 
was—in fact, we know it is not—but still it is conside- 
rable, and with the present CHANCELLOR of the ExcHEQUER 
in power, it possesses a weight not always thrown into 
the right scale. It becomes, therefore, the duty of every 
Englishman, who has the honour of his country at heart, to 
watch any manoouvres that may be made by the “ leading 
journal” in the “silly season ” with jealous interest. Merchants 
and missionaries may have different and sometimes incompa- 
tible interests ; but the duty of all true-hearted Englishmen as 
Christiaus is clear. It is not possible for us without forfeiture 
of honour, and abnegation of future progress, to abandon 
one tittle of the treaty rights it has cost usso much to acquire ; 
nor is it compatible with the dignity of our country to listen 
with patience to the tentative maunderings of The Times, or 
the Delphic utterances of Mr. Lay. Our only course is ac- 
tion—and that action a full and immediate renewal of the 
Treaty of Tientsin. This will of course be shuffled off on 
the old excuse of the minority of the Empzror. If it is 
urged on by us at once it will, however, be the guarantee of 


peace and safety ; if it be put off, it will be the no less | 


certain forerunner of war. In mere consideration for the 
Chinese Government itself the question ought to be brought 
to a settlement without loss of time. We on our side have 
nothing to fear but from delay.

THE NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF FOR JAVA. 

AyTER considerable delay the Dutch Colonial Minister 
has at last laid before the members of the Dutch Parliament 
a Bill, in which some important changes are effected in the 
Customs tariff for Java, the protective stipulations of which 
have always been a subject of complaint, on the part both of 
foreign traders and the natives, who were compelled to pay for 
the protection of Dutch industry—which, as the Minister re- 
marks, can do without such protection. With regard to the 
differential duties on exports, there were reasons for main- 
taining them up to this time, but these have now vanished, 
and even the Dutch Trading Company advocates their aboli- 
tion. The revision of the Customs Bill is based upon the 
following alterations :—1. The differential import aud export 
duties are abolished. 2. The minimum duty of the existing 
tariff is maintained upon imports, whilst the duty on spirits 
is raised very considerably. 3. The.tariff of export duties 
as fixed in 1866 is maintained, except as regards coffee and 
on sugar. 4. The duty-free admissions afforded by the 
present tariff are continued. 5. The existing free ports 
are maintained. The original plan—that of a former Mi- 
nister—was to institute a general reduced tariff on all imports 
and exports, and at the same time to abolish all free ports. 
But there were so many objections raised that the present 
Minister, Mr. van Bosse, preferred o revision on the bases 
which we have described. 

The proposed measure will be far from injurious to the 
Dutch Treasury. The abolition of the differential duties 
will cause—if we take the average figures of 1869-70—a 
diminution of the receipts to the extent of f.1,116,647, but 
on the other side the increased tax on spirits {will realise 
f.280,000 more than it produces now, while the export duty 
on sugar will return an annual revenue of £.483,824, giving 
a total amount of f.763,824, thus leaving an unfavourable 
balance of f.350,000. This amount will, as the Dutch Mi- 
nister states, easily be covered by a consumption-tax on 
spirits manufactured in Dutch possessions. A general—not 
differential—export duty will be levied on the following 
articles, which are already taxed, viz. :—-Hides, 2 per cent. 
‘on value ; indigo, not prepared for the home market, 10c. 
per kilogram ; tobacco, not prepared for the home 
market, f.1 per 100 kilograms; tin, £3.50 per 100 
kilograms; birds’ nests, 6 per cent. on value; sugar, 
30c. per 100 kilograms; coffee, £3 per 100 kilograms. 
Great opposition, however, prevails against the duties on 
the two last-named articles; and, notwithstanding that the 
Minister defends his proposal with the exouse that in 
colonies belonging to other nations such duties are levied, 
he states at the same time that, if the Treasury could do 
without these taxes, he should be glad to abolish them. This 
acknowledgment can have but one meaning, which is that 
these duties impose a burden upon producers. The com- 
plaints with regard to the duty on coffee may perhaps bo 
somewhat exaggerated ; a duty of f.3 per 100 kilograms has 
always been paid on the exports to Holland, but in another 
form, viz., 6 per cent. of the value. The only change is the 
withdrawal of the differential duty. The exports to foreign 
countries are now charged 9 per cent., and they will hence- 
forward have to pay f.3 per 100 kilograms, about equivalent to 
6 per cent. of the value. But the export of sugar to Holland 
is now free, whilst for the future all sugars exported from 
Java will be subject to duty of 30c. per 100 kilograms. This 
is certainly a trifling sum, but beetroot sugar is now a great 
competitor with the colonial production, and it is scarcely 
equitable to burden colonial industry with a tax which will 
make this competition more difficult. We hope that Mr. 
van Bossg, who at first intended to levy a duty of 50c., but 
reduced it to 30c. in deference to complaints from every 
side, will, in the interest of the producers, leave the export 
of sugar wholly untrammelled by taxation. In another oo- 
lumn we produce a complete list of the proposed new duties. 


Tre Russian Government has been officially informed 
that a serious insurrectiom has broken out in Chinese 
Mongolia.

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BURMAH AND WESTERN CHINA. 

Captain Bowers has addressed a long letter to the Shipping and 
Mercantile Gazette, advocating the reinstatement of Major Sla- 
den as Political Agent at Mandalay. Captain Bowers suggests 
that another appointment be made, not less important, and that 
is a small, handy, light draught gunboat or two, as it will not 
be long before they will be necessary. The return of Major 
Sladen to his post at the capital means, in plain English, the 
restoration of law and order, revived trade, security to property, 
and fair dealing—events to be looked forward to with dismay, not 
only by the King and his Ministers, but by a large majority of 
the Burmese. He says:—“In attempting to delineate the real 
position of the King you will realise to some extent his power 
over the border chieftains who occupy the elevated regions be- 
tween Burmah and China. These Kachen chiefs, living in a 
semi-independent state, and holding an equivocal allegiance to 
him, are at all times ready to do tho will of his Majesty, espe- 
cially where murder and plunder was the object, and it was 
to the tender mercies of these men that—full of faith on 
the King’s promise of protection—we entered on our ex- 
pedition, in 1868, for the purpose of reopening the old 
trade routes to Western China through Upper Burmah. The 
first obstacle thrown in our way was a communication from 
the Palace that the river was unnavigable between Mandalay 
and Bhamo, and so full of rapids that no boat could pass up ; this 
intimation effectually precluded the obtaining boats from any 
Burman at his peril. This difficulty was got over by the agent of 
the Lrrawadi and Burmese Steam Navigation Company generously 
placing their steamer, the Verbudda, at the disposal of Major 
Sladen and his party. This becoming known at the Palace, the 
greatest excitement prevailed. The idea of a foreign steamer 
going up the sacred Irrawadi, passing the large towns on its banks, 
and showing its hated English ensign to his priests and people, 
was an idea so monstrous as not to be entertained for a moment ; 
and, sooner than that should take place, he would give one of his 
own steamers, even the most powerful, to take the party, which 
was done, and which was paraded to our Indian Government as an 
act of generosity of the King.” 

“The King thought, however, that, in encouraging the expe- 
dition, ho would be instrumental in advancing a power that 
would not only curtail his revenues, but weaken his influence 
among his priests and his people. The Chinese Guild saw in it 
the breakdown of a monopoly that had existed from the earliest 
time, and hence they thought it a matter of vitality to them to 
oppose the scheme by every means in their power, and these 
means were unfortunately too: readily obtained, and of that un- 
scrupulous character that neither Burmese nor Chinese hesitate to 
adopt, including robbery, and even several attempts at the assas- 
sination of this party. Twice Major Sladen was fired at delibe- 
rately in his tent, but took no notice of it ; and at one more than 
usual noisy scene, where there were half a dozen chiefs assembled, 
and three or four hundred of their followers with their “clahs ” 
out, and spears brandishing and shot firing in all directions, 
Major Sladen told them that he would complain to his friend the 
King of Burmah of their obstructions. They shouted in derisive 
laughter. “ Your friend, the King of Burmah !” exclaimed the old 
Seray Isawbwa ; “why, it is he who has sent us presents, and 
orders to kill you all,” and treated the matter of Major Sladen 
applying to the King as an excellent joke. This assertion of Seray 
Isawbwa was afterwards corroborated. When the facts of the vast 
storehouses of tea ond silk, and silver and gold in Yunan and 
Szechuan are once known to the public, and when this great field 
for outlets for our cotton manufactures becomes an established 
fact, the perilous adventures of the first pioneers in this great 
undertaking will be more thought of, and,. perhaps, better appre- 
ciated. One more instance of Buddhist Jesuitry is the appear- 
ance of the Paden Woon (so called) in this country. The King 
of Burmah having exhausted every effort and failed in corrupting 
the integrity of Major Sladen, and afraid that he would use his 
influence against him during his two years’ leave of absence, sent 
the Paden Woon to find out what real power Sladen possessed 
with the Government, and to counteract any influence that might 
be brought to bear on the Burmese Government. ‘This is borne 
out by his leaving Burmah immediately after Major Sladen, and 
his carefully keeping aloof from him while in England,”

THE CLAUSE IN THE TREATY. 
Mr. DonaLp MatHEson, writing to a contemporary on 
the subject of The Times leader, given in our last, says :— 


A very dangerous step in our relations with China has just been sug- 
gested to our Government by The Jimes. It is that the clause which 
provides for the toleration of Christianity should be cancelled. 

As the suggestion is based on a misapprehension of the bearing of 
that clause, it is carnestly to be hoped that the Government will not 
for a moment entertain so fatal a proposal. In the leading article 
which discusses it, it is taken for granted that the clause in the Treaty 
provides specially for the protection of foreign missionaries in their 
work of preaching the Gospel, and, as this is believed to be the cause of 
all the irritation on the part of the Chinese, the withdrawal of this 
special privilege in favour of missionaries will be an act of justice which 
will in time lead to more peaceful relations. One is amazed at such a 
proposal on the part of a leading journal. 

In the first place the missionaries possess no special privileges beyond 
those enjoyed by all foreigners, and if the clause referred to were with- 
drawn, they would remain exactly as they were. Not eo the Chinese 
who profess or teach the Christian religion. The withdrawal of the 
clause of toleration would inevitably stamp it with a significance in the 
eyea of the Chinese which it does not now possess, for the nation is not 
fanatical like n Hindoo ur Mahommedan people, but singularly tele- 
rant ; neverthcless, in the present temper of the people, lashed into a 
blind rage by a few wicked literati and Government officials, the with- 
drawal of the clause would be nothing less than an invitation on the 
part of a Christian nation to exterminate tho native Church. God 
forbid that Great Britain should be guilty of such an atrocity ! 





STEAMERS FOR THE SUEZ CANAL TRADE. 

We lately gave a notice of the extraordinary number of 
steamers building on the Clyde. The subject has since been 
noticed by Zhe Times and other papers. One shipowner writes 
that the accounts of his first venture in “ Steam to Calcutta via 
the Suez Canal ” left him a loser of some £2,500, and that his 
vessel loaded at much higher rates than those now current. The 
following article is from the Shipping and Mercantile Gazette :— 

It will have been seen, from the several articles we have lately pub- 
lished on the progress of Maritime Commerce in diffrent quarters, that 
Steam Navigation is making immense strides. The opening of the Suez 
Canal has given an extraordinary impetus to the building of steamships. 
Ourfcolumns supply, every day, ample evidence of the rapid increase cf 
this class of vessel to the East. A new route to the Eastern seas created 
a demand for steam shipping, and the supply has been abundantly met. 
From a summary before us of British steamships, to sail on a given day, 
via Suez, to ports beyond the Red Sea, and those announced to follow, 
we find that the actual tonnage of the vessels whose names are given 
amounts to 104,986 tons. To this gross tonnage we add the burthen of 
those ships, and, from a careful calculation, we make the grand total of 
147,986 tons. ‘The employment of such a large amount of steam ton- 
nage must completely revolutionisethe Eastern trade. But to the Bri- 
tish steam-vessels of 147,986 tons should be added the tonuage of foreign 
vessels built expres-ly in conscquence of the piercing of the Isthmus, 
and, if we place that at 50,000 tons, which is a fair estimate, it will be 
found that over 200,000 tons of steam shipping is employed, under dif- 
ferent European flags, in steam navigation to the East. This is a re- 
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sult scarcely to have been anticipated two years ago, and the enormous 
augmentation of steam tonnage thus shown is the most convincing proof 
of the practical success of the Suez Canal, as a means of expediting 
Commerce between Europe and Asia. ‘Taking the value of our 
own vessels at £25 per ton, on an average, it gives an estimated ex- 
penditure of capital of £3,699,650. What effect will ultimately ensue 
from the extension of steam navigation to the East remains to be proved, 
but, considering that so few sailing ships are being built to fill the void 
left by wrecks and breaking up, this increase of steamships, in point of 
aggregate tonnage, is not, perhaps, disproportionate to the merchandise to 
be conveyed. The old East Indian sailing ships averaged about 1,000 tons, 
so that the new British steam tonnage, as regards register, is equal to 
148 sailing vessels. By the rapidity of their voyages and the saving of 
time in distance the increased steam tonnage is equal to about 370 sail-- 
ing ships of 1,000 tons each. The decrease in sailing tonnage and the 
increase of commerce might, perhaps, be considered to justify this ad- 
ditional steam tonnage, without unduly depreciating freight. Steam- 
ships, however, costing so much more than sailing vessels, require to 
be despatched quickly, and if they are likely to be kept very long on 
the berth, low freights are accepted in order to mect the requirement. 
With good crops in India freights should be sustained ; butif they are de- 
pressed below remunerative rates, as we believe they now are, the cause 
must be looked for in excessive competition, and this competition, it should 
be remembered, is in a very few hands, and ought to be susceptible of fair 

adjustment. Wherever steam navigation has been inaugurated com- 
merce has created the demand for such tonnage, and this must and will 
be the case in the Eastern trade. The day has gone by, as a matter of 
course, when £20 per ton could be obtained in the overland route, but 
faster and cheaper worked ships can afford to take lower rates. In the 

outward trade, it is said, Manchester goods are conveyed at a through 

rate, including railway to London, of 35s. and 10 percent. This, no 

doubt, is a rate ruinous to steam shipowners, unless passengers can be 
secured, and a good freight obtained homewards. Competition is the 
soul of trade, but it may be carried too far, and when it is soin 
regard to shipping, it necessitates reasonable agreements, or combina- 
tion, among shipowners. 

Recent returns from the commercial building yards of the United 
Kingdom show that there are 450,000 tons of steam shipping now on 
the stocks, or on order, all of which, it is said, is to be floated between 
this and March next. The value of this tonnage now building, or ready 
for floating, calculated upon the same moderate estimate as thal which we 
have referred to as engaged in our Eastern trade, would amount to the 
large sum of £11,250,000,—a further proof of the characteristic euter- 
prise and commercial wealth of the country. All this tounage will not 
figure on the register for 1871, but, evenif it did, there is, we pre- 
sume, a corresponding decrease in sailing tonnage. We will not say that 
the steam tonnage under construction is excessive, though if a panic 
or adverse times were to set in it would certainly turn out to be so. 
During a period of prosperity there should be not only tonnage enough 
built or building to supply the annual displacement, but sufficient also 
to kecp pace with the growing trade of the world. 








THE UTILITY OF OUR MINISTER AT PEKING. 
(GLOBE.) 

Although the unavoidable circumstances of the case debar a British 
representative in Peking from effecting any direct good, it might still 
be held that he fulfils the useful function of furaishing his Govern- 
ment with important information. So far, however, from this bein 
the case, it has been abundantly demonstrated by the recent official 
correspondence that no one isso ignorant of what is going on in China 
as the British Minister there. Take as as instance the frightful occur- 
rence of June, 1870, called the Tientsin Massacre, in which twenty 
Europeans were put to a cruel death for no offence whatever. This 
calamity did not fall ‘‘like a thunderbolt out of a cloudless sky ;” 
on the contrary, there was ample warning for those who had eyes to 
see and ears to hear. But was the British Minister the firat to 
foresee danger, or take precautions against it? Not atall. Did he 
even comprehend the situation after the crime had been consum- 
mated? By no means. Indeed, it required so many months before 
he could convince himself, even imperfectly, of the gravity of what 
had taken placc, that supposing his ideas to continue'developing at 
the same slow rate, a century at least would elapse before the Minister 
could reach the simple, commonsense conclusion that a diabolical 
crime had been committed from motives of unmitigated baseness, and 
that exemplary punishment ought to have been awarded to the insti- 
gators of it. 

Again: a matter of great importance transpired a few years ago in 
China concerning which Her Majesty’s Government needed the best 
and the earliest information. We refer to the mission which the Pekin 
Government despatched to foreign countries, under charge of the til 
then American Minister, Mr. Burlingame. Was any notice of the 
preparation of this adventure sent from the English Legation? And 
was the character of the mission, when organised, understood by the 
British Minister? To both questions—no. On the 31st December, 
1867, Sir Rutherford Alcock wrote that on the 15th November, ‘‘no 
one in Peking knew that the Chinese were on the eve of a resolution 
which,” &c. Yet the whole arrangements of the Burlingame mission, 
including the appointment as secretary of a member of Sir Ruther- 
ford’s own staff, were officially announced as complete on November 
2let. So much for early and accurate information. In estimating the 
merits of the mission, still more lamentable inefficiency was shown 
by the Legation. The mission set out with the warmest sympathies 
of Sir Rutherford Alcock, who regarded it as a step “ full of promise.” 
By his unqualified approval the British Government at the beginning 
of its career was induced to put itself unreservedly into the hands of 
Mr. Burlingame, to the no small prejudice of the national interests. But 
no sooner had the mission commenced operations in America than its 
true character flashed on Sir Rutherford Alcock at Peking, who began 
forthwith, but all too late, to cry out lustily against its proceedings. The 
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Minister's time, on his own showing, appears thenceforth to have been 
mainly occupied in futile endeavours to ‘‘counteract the adverse 
influence of Mr. Burlingame’s acts.” Whence it appears that had the 
British Legation not existed, Lord Clarendon might possibly have 
escaped making the country ridiculous with Mr. Burlingame, and we 
might have been spared the diminution of our prestige in the East 
which was the direct result of the gushing correspondence that passed 
between the Foreign Secretary and the Chinese Envoy. 

Were the incumbent of the office of British Minister in a position to 
give effect to his ideas, it would bea serious detriment to our national 
interests to have the views of one on some vital question openly and 
flatly contradicted by his successor. As it is, such a phenomenon is 
but another illustration of the vagaries that grow out of the general 
confusion that characterises everything about the Peking Legation. 
It was deemed by Lord Elgin of importance to give British merchants 
the right of compounding for inland taxes on merchandise by making 
one fixed payment, on which, to quote the treaty, ‘‘a certificate shall 
be issued exempting the goods from all farther inland charges what- 
ever.” ‘ Nothing,” observes Sir R. Alcock, commenting on this 
clause, ‘‘can be more certain than the open violation of this stipu- 
lation, firat by duties levied at the ports under the head of lekim taxes 
and town dues ; and secondly, by numerons trausit and inland taxes 
en route.” And again, the transit duty of 2} per cent. ad valorem 
has been fixed, ‘‘ to the exclusion of all other taxation.” Mr. Wade, 
however, happens to be of a totally different way of thinking, and while 
yet a subordinate of Sir R. Alcock, he recorded his opinion very 
strongly, “ that the treaty will not help us against the lekim,” in other 
words, the levy of lekim taxes on British certificated goods is no vio- 
lation of treaty. Mr. Wade being now himself the supreme interpre- 
ter of the treaty on behalf of British interests, the Chinese have only 
to take him at his word, and nullify the labours of Sir Rutherford 
Alcock for the freedom of trade. 

The eccentric dispositions of the staff of our Chinese Legation which 
sometimes occur without apparently affecting the efficiency of the 
establishment amply attest the farcical character of the whole affair. 
Next to the Minister nominally, but before him really, in importance, 
is the Secretary of Legation, especially when that functionary happens 
to be a profound Chinese scholar, and the chief of all the inter- 
preting department. Such was Mr. Wade when in 1867 he ob- 
tained leave of absence. As one of his most promising pupils was 
placed in charge of the secretary’s duties, it was thought that 
the Legation, though crippled, might manage to keep afloat for 
a short time. But Mr. Wade’s back was hardly turned when his 
locum tenens took service with the Burlingame Mission, thus leaving 
the British Legation without either Secretary or Acting Secretary. 
The ceremony of getting permission from his superior before entering 
the service of an alien Power must have been dispensed with by Mr. 
McLeavy Brown, for it is morally certain that he had concluded his 
bargain with the Chinese before Sir Rutherford Alcock so much as 
suspected the existence of the Burlingame Miesion. But, then, it all 
happened in Peking, which exempts itself from the common laws of 
eeadiict. So far, however, from the Legation collapaing from the loss 

of its two most essential props, all the hard work that it ever did was 
done in the years immediately following. The largest Blue-book on 
China ever published—it contains over four hundred pages—is devoted 
to the arduous, though barren operations of the Legation during the 
two years succeeding the departure of Mr. Wade and the defection of 
his substitute. 

Though absent from their post, however, neither of those function- 
aries was idle. Mr Wade was in England recruiting his health, and 
having hotly espoused the Burlingame scheme, threw his energy into 
the cause aud was mainly instrumental in sccuring its ill-omened gue- 
cess in England. Whatever there might be tobe said in favour of this 
course, it concerns us now chiefly to observe the paradoxical position 
of the parties as the natural product of that fertile parent of mon- 
strosities, the Legationat Peking. Here was the secretary on furlough 
industriously building up what his chief at his post was taxing all his 
powers to pull down. Rightly or wrongly, Sir Rutherford Alcock con- 
vinced himself that the Burlingame Mission was most inimical to the 
interests of Great Britian ; rightly or wrongly, Mr. Wade was at the 
same time fighting like a Crusader in support of the Mission and its 

- projects. : 





; HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpay, Nov. 9. 

In the last sitting of our Chamber of Commerce a communication 
from the Minister of Foreign Affairs was read, stating that the Japanese 
Government has the intention to urge the necessity of revising the 
treaty of Aug. 18, 1858, He further stated that the claims of the said 
Government were not yet known with any certainty. One of the mem- 
bers, however, said that they will be the following, viz.: lst. That a 
treaty of the same tenor shall be concluded with all foreign Powers. 
2nd. That tho existing fixed navigation duty shall be replaced by tariff 
for tonnage and beaconage. 3rd. That the circulation of foreign coins 
shall be forbidden, and 4th, that the right of the Damios to trade with fo- 
reigners shall be restricted. The Minister wished to hear the opinion of 
the Chamber upon these matters, and he desired at the same time to be in- 
formed whether it was thought necessary that new ports should be opened 
in Japan to foreign trade. The commission appointed to report upon 
these questions ailvises a reply to the following effect—That the Cham- 
bor has no oljecticn to a treaty being coacluded with all forcign Powers, 
if Holland is maintained on the same footing as tho most favoured na- 
tion ; they also find nu» fault with the proposition that the existing navi- 
gation duty should be replaced by a moderate tariff for tonnage and bea- 
conage. They are further of upinion that the harbours open to foreign 
trade cannot be too large in number, and it was approved of that the 
right of the Damios to trade with foreigners should be restricted, be- 
cause then trade would become completely free. 

Tbe Chamber of Commerce has also discussed the question whether It 
was desirable that, according to the proposal of the Dutch Consulffat 
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Akyab, a treaty should be concluded between Holland and the King of 
the independent State of Burmab, so that our commerce could be ex- 
tended to Western China. The Ministers of Finance and the Colonies, 
and likewise the Dutch Trading Company, do not thick it advisable at 
present to conclude a treaty with Burmah, our trade with that country 
being of no importance. The Amsterdam Chamber is, however, op- 

posed to this opinion. The members urge the necessity of concluding, 
as England and Italy have done, a treaty with the country. The Com- 

mission of the Rotterdam Chamber appointed to examine this question 
agreed with the Ministers, but the members did not harmonise with 

their Commission, and they approved, by 13 against 4 votes, the con- 

clusion of a treaty. A fair trade is now done with Akvab and Rangoon, 
they said, and there is no reason why our relations should not be ex- 

tended to Burmah. 

The meeting of shareholders in the Datch Trading Company was 
held yesterday at Amsterdam. By 357 against 7 votes it was de- 
cided to continue operations for another term of twenty-five years. One 
of the commissaries—he, howevet, spoke as a private person—pro- 
tested against the project of investing money in undertakings in Java 
and Japan, because this has already given bad results. He alluded to 
the half million which the Company lent to Mr. Glover of Nagasaki, 
who has since failed, indebted to the Company for that amount. The 
President maintained that the statements were exaggerated, and Mr. 
Polona, once the agent of the Company in Japan, contended that there 
was nothing against the investment of money in that country. 

At last the Minister of the Colonial Department has published the 
draft of a new Customs tariff for the Dutch East India Possessions, 
Notwithstanding the duties are not so low as was generally thought they 
would be, it is so far liberal that it abolishes the last remnant of our 
protective policy in Java. The differential duties, so hurtful to foreign 
trade, and so costly for the natives, will cease to exist. No general tax 
will be levied on exports, but merely a duty on the export of a few 
articles. These last stipulations will undoubtedly form the bases of any 
opposition which may be raised against this tariff. : 

The steamer Prins Hendrik, of the Nederland Company, will sail on 
the 18th inst. for Java, via the Suez Canal. I hear that the complaints 
made by the Batavia traders, about the troublesome formalities attend- 
ing the unloading of the Prins van Oranje, have induced the managers 
to make some necessary alterations. The vehement tone of the com- 
plaints has created much astonishment here. The Batavia houses seem 
to forget that this is a new undertaking, and that everyone connected 
with it has something to learn. 

The Colonial Report of 1871 has at last been published. The delay 
is excusable, the documents being very voluminous. They contain very 
valuable items about our East India colonies, of the greatest use for the 
history of our possessions. 

Some days ago a general meeting of workmen was held in Utrecht. 
After some boisterous and rather nonsensical discussion it was decided 
that our workmen will not join the “Internationale,” but that they will 
form a union of their own to promote their interests. 

The weather has become unusually cold and frosty for this period of 
the season. 

Mr. Loudon, the newly appointed Governor General of Java, left 
the Hague yesterday en route for Batavia.

Monetary and Commercial, 
—_o—. : 

The Oberon, from Shanghai, reported off Deal on the 10th, 
is the vessel which convéyed stores to the island of St. Paul’s 
for the crew of the lost Megera. She was once known as a 
steamer, but on this passage she took freight as a sailing ves- 
sel. She left Woosung on the 8th July, 125 days out. Other 
vessels sailing at the same time have not yet arrived ; there is 
therefore no equitable ground for loss of market. The extra 
insurance to cover risk of calling at St. Paul’s will of course be 
made good to the shippers. 

We understand that underwriters have declined taking any 
further risks on The Caliph, 900 tonsa, from London to Shanghai 
witha general cargo. The last rate at which business was done 
was seventy guineas. The Geraint, belonging to Messrs. John 
McCunn and Co., London to China, is also given up. 

The liquidators of the Commercial Bank of India have been 
compelled to make a call of £4 per share, making £14 in all since 
the stoppage. The house and landed property taken over by some 
of the shareholders is being realised by tho agents, Messrs. 
David Sassoon, Sons, and Co. 

It is stated that, in consequence of the complaints in the Eng- 
lish press of the condition of the port and town of Brindisi, and 
of the obstacles that interfere with the regular transmission of the 
Eastern mails, the Minister of Public Works las appointed a 
Commission to inquire into the subject. 

The export of shirtings to Hong Kong during September was 
as follows :—Grey, 7,516,000 yards; white, 301,000. To Shang- 
hai: Grey, 24,976,000 ; white, 2,085,000. In October, to Hong 
Kong : Grey, 4,355,000 ; white, 271,000. To Shanghai: Grey,

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BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS, 

F The Board of Trade returns for the month and ten months 
ending the 31st October were issued on the 7th inst. They 
again show a remarkable development of our trade—the total 
declared value of the exports for last month being £19,947,873, 
against £17,550,799 in October, 1870, and £16,454,896 in October, 
1869. For the ten months the amounts are—£159,162,432, 
£166,284,990, and £183,538,265, in 1869, 1870, and 1871 respec- 
tively. With the exception of cotton yarn, which figures for a 
decrease of 7 per cent. in value and 9 per cent. in quantity, 
every article of importance is largely on the favourable side. 
Thus the increase has been 41 per cent. in coal, 14 per cent. in 
earthenware, 26 per cent. in haberdashery, 24 per cent. in hard- 
ware, 28 per cent. in iron and steel, 25 per cent. in linen yarn, 
15 per cent. in linen manufactures, 19 per cent. in woollen yarn, 
and 3 35 per cent. in woollen manufactures. The total imports for 
last month were valued at £32,810,514, against £25,372,027 in 
October last year ; and for the ten months £272,704,422, against 
£239,570,874 in 1870. The import of raw cotton shows au aug- 
mentation of fully 50 per cent., due mainly to heavier shipments 
from British India. The consumption of duty-paid articles main- 
tains the same rate of improvement which has already told so 
favourably on the Customs revenue. Oompared with October 
last year there have been increased deliveries of coffee, fruit, 

irits, refined sugar, molasses, tea, tobacco, and wine, while 
there is a falling off in cocoa and unrefined sugar, the latter only 
toa trifling extent.

TEA. 

The market although quiet is firm, and a fair amount of business 
has been done privately during the past week at previous rates.

5d.; 1,784 half-chests very 
common new season’s uncoloured Japan sold at 73d. to 73d., being 
some decline ; the remainder consisted chiefly of old season's and second 
hand parcels, which were disposed of at previous rates. 

On the 9th instant at public sale 2,660 packages new season's 
China, chiefly Green, per steamer Pera (via Suez Canal), were all sold 
without reserve. 283 chests new black-leaf Congou sold at prices 
equal to those obtainable by private contract, viz., at le.

SILK. 

There has been but little doing in the market, and as the quality of 
the China Silk now arriving is even more unfavourable than earlier 
shipments, there is no inducement for consumers to buy in advance 
of immediate wants; prices, however, remain steady, the stock, al- 
though large, not being excessive, when it is remembered that the 
next few arrivals will go far to complete the estimated supplies for the 
present season. Japans have been difficult to sell, the only existing 
demand is for the very best descriptions, which are correspondingly 
scarce. Cantons have sold steadily, and the low prices of ordinary 
Taatlee reels contrasting favourably with competing qualities, cause 
the deliveries to be continued upon a fair scale ; but the large impor- 
tation during the past month has increased the stock, which is now 
unusually large.
